Little hope was to be found ip its florid, paffy 
face as it rose above the horizon, and when it 
ascended high its rave seemed to have lost nove 
of the directness aud ity. Only one thing 
promised relief. On “horizon and in dif- 
ferent parts of the sky great floating 
banks of white could be Been, shaded by the 
smoke-like gauze that (dicated rain. It was 
the first time for over that the sky bad 
not been perfectly and the change 
seemed to indicate that: the hot spell was about 
coming to an end at lax But the impression 
of coming evil was 
TOO STRONG TO BE EASILY ERADICATED. 

It was this feeling perhaps which did most te 
forestall the anticipated evil. Men became to- 
day abstemious ana temperate who have been 
addicted to excessés fot ears. Probably less 
liquor was sold in St. Louis to-day than in the 
same space of time tor a long period. The con- 
viction also arose,)from the large number of 
Germans prostrated by the sun, that beer was 
hardly less dangerous; and several physicians 
expressed themselves to ane effect that it realiy 
was more heating than whiskr. The favored 
drinks to-day, as for several days past, were 
claret punches, sangarees, cream punches, lem- 
onades, buttermilk, sour wines, and mineral 
and soda waters, which were drank iu enormous 
quantities. 


IN THEIR DIET, 
too, men became equally abstemious, iced 
tomatoes, iced-tea, etc., becoming the favorites 
in the restaurants, hotels, eating-houses, etc. 
It was not unusual to see men coming along 
wearing a perforated hat with ice and cabbage 
leaves on their heads, and carrying a fan in 
ope hand and an umbrélia in the other. Boys 
sold palm-leaf fans on the street by the thou- 
sands. Pumps were surrounded by men and 
horses, the latter anxious for a draft from the 
huge bucket, the former stopping to bathe 
their heads, rewet their cabbage leaves, or to 
bathe their wrists in the almost ice-cold water. 
In fact, every precaution was taken that bu- 
man ingenuity could devise. There was the 
same bustle aud life to be observed 
AROUND THE DISPENSARY 

as ov yesterday. Crowds thronged the doors, 
as usual, at an early hour. The hall leading 
irom Market street tothe court-yard of the 
City-Hall was partitioned off, as on the day be- 
fore, with a wire-grating, to prevent the entrance 
of acrowd. Two policemen stood at the door, 
to prevent the admission of any but those who 
had the right to come in. The hallway is ad- 
mirably adapted to the reception of patients of 
this kind, a draft blowing through it at all 
hours. Mr. Priest, Vice-President of the Police 
Board, stepped in to see that the reg- 
ulations were perfect for preserving order. 
Health-Commissioner Francis superintended 
all the operations of the corps of physicians 
under his own vigilant eye. Drs. Robinson and 
Ludeking, the reguiar Dispensary physicians, 
although thev have been working night and 
day, continued to superintend the administra- 
tion of the proper remedial agents, assisted by 
Drs. Renick and Holman and several other 
physicians. 

SEVEN AMBULANCES 
were in readiness to carry patients from anv 
part of the city to the dispensary. Pillows 
and mattresses were provided in abundance, & 
fresh supply being received this morning. The 
crowd was kept from intruding on the inner court 
by a rope cordon. Tubs of ice-water stood in 
different parts of the hall with dippers to be 
used in douching the patients,—the most pow- 
erful remedy known for reviving patients sunk 
in the stupor of a sunstroke. Patients had 
been arriving occasionally even in the small 
hours of, the night, and at 7 a. m. there were 
fifteen or twenty under treatment. As fast as 
they could be revived they would be sent away 
tothe City Hospital or their residences, or to 
the Morgue if they died. At8a. m. 

THE THERMOMETER 
stood at 88. In the western part of the city, on 
the river, and in open spaces, a slight breeze 
stirred, but along the high walled business 
streets the air was intensely close, and few peo- 
ple ventured out longer than a few moments at 
atime. The greatest alarm prevailed, and ev-

A PECULIAR FRBATURE a 
of most of the cases was the violent convul⸗ 
sions of the patient, frequently requiring three 
or four men to hold them. Among the victims 
to-day was Prof. D. R. McAnaily, Professor of 
English Literature iu the Missouri State Uni- 
versity. He was not fataily struck, but is said 
to be in a precarious condition. He fell while 
walking along the streets, aud was taken luto 
an adjoining building, where ice was appiied, 
aud be revived. 

AT THE MORGUE 

there was the same morbidly curious crowd 
which has been around the building ever since 
the present excitemeut began. Refused admis- 
sion into the ſuterior, they seemingly experience 
a strange aud open-cyed pleasure iu watching 
the exterior of the building where so many dead 
wen bave been laid during the past few days. 
It was a curtousiy-mingled throug. Many of 
those who hung arouud for hours to catches 
glimpee of the horrivle sight were women, 
some with children in thelr arms, or playing by 
thelr side. 


ONLY FOUR CORPSES 
were te be found at the Morgue this morning. 
They were laid out on the marble siabs, douched 
with théishower bath, lasting for twenty-four 
hours ur more, which the city is kind enough to 
give Ms vauper dead. Stiflened and blackened 
by exposure, they seemed like so many senseless 
images eut out of ebony. The only inquiry is 
as tu their nawe, place of abode, the cause of 
death, aud then, if not claimed by their friends, 
the bodies are interred by the city. 

AT NOON THEKE WEKE TWELVE BODIES 
in the Morgue, the number varying from time 
to time as sume were brought in and others 
carried out. At 10 0’clock Supt. Coox, of the 
Morgue, was prostrated, aud was revived after 
three hours’ bard work on the part of the med- 
ical attendants, who have little hopes of the 
Superinteudent’s final recovery. On the river 
fropt, in spite of the gentle breeze that pre- 
vailed, the heat was intense, and before noon 
a number of river hands were prostrated, abd 
there was more or less interruptiun of levee 
commerce. In fact, there were few employers 
who had the bardihood to force or persuade 
their laborers to work where they were not per- 
fectly willing to take the risk. Many business 
men said they would not go out on the strests 
and transact their business as usual for thuu- 
sande of dollars. 

THE SCARS 
was general and widespread, but it was evident 
before the day bad far advanced that the mor- 
tality would not be a9 great as yesterday. Peo- 
ple were more caufjous, andi the wind, though 
faint, was doing a nerdus work in saving 
many. A number of machine-shops were either 
partially suspended or were only running with 
a portion of their ushal,farce. The South St. 
Louis Foundry is oply working a two-third 
force, and no effort is made to press them, the 
temperature ranging from 102 degrees upwards. 
THE MISSOURI IRON-WORKS 
was working a full fotce at T o’clock this after- 
noon, but the foreman sai@ that the men would 
not be allowed to overexert themselves, and 
that he had compelled one of the men to auit 
yesterday against the latter’s will, as sigus indi- 
cated that he was suffcring too much from the 
heat. Only half a force is employed at the 
Missouri Zinc Works inconsequence of the great 
heat. A full force of about 200 men is employed 
at the Iron Mountain car-sbops, nove of whom 
have succumbed to the beat as yet. The Car- 
ondelet Zinc Works are not employing a full 


force. 
TEN OF THE WORKMEN 


were prostrated with the heat, though al! will 
probably recover. The heat ranges from 102 to 
112 degrees, but in froot of the condensers the 
beat is so great that po one can stand in front 
of it more than a moment, except those thor- 
oughly accustomed to the heat. Several of the 
factories in the southern part of the city closed 
at noon, but will reopen as soon as there is a 
change in the weather. Flohr, Hyman & Co. 
are only working enough men to keep their fac- 
tory running. 4 
THE MILLS 
have adopted the plan of increasing their forces 
so as to lighten the work and keep ice and other 
restoratives on hand in vases of emergency. 
Bricklayers, stonemasons, and plasterers have, 
to a large extent, stopped work, though labor 
on some of the public sewers under contract is 
continued at night. Quarrymen in the southern 
part of the city are working only two hours jo 
the mornive and two in the afternoon. 
A GHASTLY AND HORRIBLE SIGHT 
was wituessed at midnight last night at the 
Potter’s Field, when twenty-four of the victims 
of the heated term who had lain at the Morgue 
until it was impossible to keep them longér 
were interred in the paupers’ burial-ground. 
The bodies were given into possession of Tom 
Coffee, who haé a contract with the city for 
burials of this kind. Plain pine wood coffins had 
been provided for them. The corpses were biack- 
eved, swollen, and discolored beyoud recog ul- 
tion. Mostof them were identified, but sev- 
eral were put within their last resting-place 
with no one to teil who they were or where they 
came from. 
THE COFFINS 
were transferred into two wagons, which were 
rapidly driven to the cabbage-field in the rear of 
the County Poor-House, which is called the Pot- 
ter’s Field. The graves had already been dug, 
and before 1 o’clock every body had been in- 
terred aud the earth heaped upon the collins, 
The work was done silently and witbout 4 
prayer or religious form of avy kind. 
IN EAST sr. LOUIS 
to-day only those persons who were compelled 
went outside their houses, unless it was to get 
in a cooler place. The public park iu the south- 
eastern suburb was crowded with people aux 
ious to escape trom the terrible heat. Very few

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APROPOS. 
THE HOT rank IN INDIA. 
Iv the Fatto of The Tribune. 

Cutcaao, July 16—Now that the whole coun- 
trv is suffering from the effects of extreme and 
prolonged heat, it may be Interesting to know 
that there are portions of the earth’s surface 
where humanity wndérgoes a greater tempera- 
ture and lives. In India the “hot weather,“ or 
dry season, lasts from about March 15 to June 
15, and the thermometer gradually rises till, 
from April 15 onward, it may register an) where 
from 110 to 118 deg. in the shade. These regis- 
trations are taken, not from thermometers hung 
anywhere against a Wall, or tree, but [row ther- 
mometers placed where they are unaffected by 
any radiation from 3 heat-ebsorbing body, aud 
are exposed only to tue actual heat of the 
atmosphere. his 

In various parts of the Indian peninsula the 
climates and temperatures vary. Along the 
coast, the thermometer will seldom go higher 
than 105 deg. ,aod will aot gitep reach that height. 
But the “cold weather temperature will not 
reach much below 65,4 at all, remaining con- 
stantly between 70 and 100 through changes of 
the seasous. “ Up ty,” as going inland is 
called. where the altigudes are high, the range 
of the thermometer ja more extensive, and in 
the cold nights of the cold season will drop 
down to the freezing point, the coldest hours of 
the twenty-four being from 8 to 5a. m. With 
the rising sun, the atnespaere warms up, till at 
2 p. m. it is at its greatest fervidity, being then, 
in most provinces, such’ as Oude, the Punjaub, 
Ruhileund, etc., of Bengal, about 65 or 70 deg. 
The coidest weather ig. ip late December and 
early January, and with the growing days the 
thermometer rises, as I have said before. 

During the winter in ese up-couftry”’ lo- 
calities tires of wood are’ nearly always to be 
found burning during the pight and early morn- 
ing in the houses of Europeans, and, indeed, in 
those of the natives. Al Ruropean houses are 
there built with chimneys and fire-places in at 
least one room. As the days grow longer and 
the warmth increases the fires are discarded and 
cooler garments adopted. The overcoat is set 
aside and the linen-duster assumed,—the walk 
lug-stick is replaced by the umbrella, and 

TATTLES 

are ordered to be maile. The tattie is the great 
institution of British India. It is a double dia- 
mond frame of split bamboo, with the svace be- 
tween the two frames lousely yet firmiy padded 
with the roots of the cus-gusgrass. These roois 
are porous and fragrant, and when moistened 
with water emit their fragrance to the air. 

During the hot weather“ there is always a 
wind blowing, —a hot, burning blast more or 
less strong, which sweeps over the arid plains 
thirsting for water. Sometimes it shifts about 
from point to point, but generally it is constant 
from the south, or southerly. Ail houses are 
built with Freuch wiadows opening to the 
ground, and with these on all sides to admit 
every breeze and encourage a thorouch draught. 
Up near the ceiling are small windows built 
like the trausoms over our doors, aud closed or 
ovened at will by.meaas of cords. As the 
weather becomes Warmer the cus-cus tat- 
ties“ are fitted to all the doors and lower 
windows; tubes for waterare placed beside 
each tatile, or between two, and two or more 
coolies, according to the size of the house, are 
hired. Their duties are to provide a constant 
water suppiy for the tubs, to Keep the tatties 
ever wotst, aud to trim snip, as it were,—i. e., t o 
keep the draught from ead to end of the house 
with tue wind. 

But there are days when there is no breeze, — 
whea the fervor of the sun scorches up even 
the energy of the simoom aud leaves the 
whole atmosphere a still, breathless oven. To 
counteract this evil, 

THB THERMANTIDOTE 
has been invented. It isa large box containing 
an axle which crosses froin side to side; to this 
axle are fixed tour to six fans radiating from 
the centre, and extending to within an Fach of 
the top, bottom, and sides. The front end of 
this box is clongated into a square funnel, 
which is inserted into a window or door, and 
the remaining apart is ‘carefully boarded up 
around the tunnel ahd made as air-tight as pos- 
sible. The open sides of the the thermautidote 
is titted with ' cus cus tatties,’’ and a cistern is 
80 arranged that a cohstant supply of water is 
given (by meaus of pierced troughs placed over 
them) to the tatties of the thermantidote. The 
machine is now ready for work. The motor is 
a coolie, Who tufus a crank attached to the axle 
of the fan. To muitiply the revolutions of this 
fan, a cogwheel attachment and belt is often re- 
sorted to, but this requirés more motor power. 


But these means are insufficient to keep the 
atmosphere cool. 
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PUNKARS 

are needed within. These are huge swinging 
fans, made of a wooden trame-work covered 
with canvas, to the lower edge of which is at- 
tached a heavy, deep fringe. These punkahs are 
slung to the beamns of the roof by stout cords, 
and from one side @ cane (rattan) passes out 
through a small hole in the wall to the outside 
or Verandah of the hotise.

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HORTICULTURAL. 


The Strawberry — Planting — Cultivation — 
General Treatment — Varieties — Questions 
Answered—New Varieties of Peaches—New 
Seedling Raspberry—How You May Show 
Love to the Neighbor. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

MiLwavKes, Wis., July 13.~—A friend asks: 
What is the most successful method of plant- 
ing and cultivating strawberries, and waat 
varieties succeed best! 

Now is the time to ask this auestion, as this 
month and the next area good time to reset 
strawberry beds. 

THE ANSWER TO THIS QUESTION 

will, doubtless, serve many ) oungborticulturists, 

and we cheerfully give it. 

If possible, select cloudy or rainy days for 
transplanting; otherwise it will be necessary to 
water the plants aiter setting. 

It is to be supposed that the ground has been 
previously prepared, by plowing and harrowing, 
until the soil is tinely pulverized. 


Use a marker to indicate where the rows are 
to be planted. 

Plant in rows three feet apart, and from one 
foot to one and a half feet in the row. 

My oractice is to use a spade and a boy. The 
boy carries the plants aud I carry the spade. 1 
thrustin the spade toa depth of six or eight 
inches perpendicularly, and, pulling it over to 
me, there is left an opening, into which 
the boy carrying the plants puts in 
one,—spreading out the roots and hold- 
ing on to the top till I draw out the 
spade, and with my foot press the dirt upon it, 
and instantly pass to the next, repeating the 
operation quite rapidly. A man and a boy will, 
if they are active and understand their busi- 
ness, and if the ground is in good condition, set, 
by this method, 500 plants in au hour. 

The success of the operation will depend 
much upon the firming process, as it is called. 
1. e., the firm pressing of the dirk upon the 
plaut with the foot. Tuere need be no failure 
to make the plants grow. I know no better or 
more expeditious way of setting straw bderrv- 
plants. This method gets the roots well into 
the ground, apd drouth aves not affect them. 
as it would with the roots spread 
out near the. surface. Set goud one-year-oid 
plants. They are better than older plants. 
Some will, perbaps, be astonished to learn that 
the roots of strawberry-plants penetrate to the 
depth of two feet aod more, where the soil is 
properly prepared and suited to this plant. 

THE VARIRTIES 

most desirable to plant depend much upon the 
locatien and the soil. What does wel! in one 
piace and soil does not always do well in an- 
other place and soil. A good way is to learn 
from the experience of those who have tested 
varieties in vour neighborhood. 

rue Wilson everybody plants in 2 place, 
and it seems even yet to be the berry for the 
million. You are more sure ofa crop from this 
variety than from other, untried sorts. There 
are other kinds that are better in certain locali- 
ties; they produce larger crops, and are of 
superior flavor. Of these, the most promising 
so far are the Downing, the Boyden, Col. 
Cheney. Crescent Seedling, Prouty, Kentucky: 
and, for a new variety, the Endicott Seedling 
is favorably spoken of in Southern illinois. It 
is huge for size. 

THE CULTIVATION. 

There are hoe-cultivators made expressly for 
the cultivation of strawberry-plantations. Any 
cultivator, however, that will thoroughly scarify 
the ground, and keep the soil mellow and clear 
of weeds, will answer the purpose. Clean cul- 
tivation is the thing needed. The plants will 
by fall become strong and large; and, if the 
planting is done early and well, and the cultiva- 
tion has been what it should be, a fair crop of 
berries (say, half a crop) may be picked the next 
spring. Some practice keeping the runners cut, 
and cultivating iu hills; but I prefer the row 
system. ‘ 

As soon as the harvest is over, cultivation 
should ag*in begin, aud be continued during the 
summer, whenever needed to Kerp the bed clear 
of weeds, and the ground in good tilth. 

Mulch with straw or prairie-grass lu the win- 
ter. which in the spring is drawn between the 
rows. This mulch keeps the berries clean and 
the ground moist. No cultivation should be 
given till the crop is picked. 

This process is repeated every year, till, in 
three or four years, it may be needful to plow 
up the old plants and reset the piantatiofi. 

It is marvelous how mauy busbeis of straw- 
berries may be grown upon an acre, trequeatiy 
300 busheis are gathered. I have kuown a 
single plant produce 150 berries aud upwards. 
But this comes only of the best practice and 
knowledge in the planting and cultivation. 
There is no excellence without labor.“ 

NEW VARIETIES OF FRUITS. 

A new peach, hailing from Makanda, III., 
ealled “‘Hopkins’ Choice,” and ripeging two 
weeks before Hale’s Early,—or about the 10tb 
of June.—is announced. It ina langer peach 
than the Amsden, which is the earliest-ripening 
peach we have. It ripeus in Southera Lhunois 


in May. 

Mr. Thomas Featherston, of Grecne County, 
III., has a new ing clingstone bench, 
large, handsome, sweet, and juicy,aad of su- 
perior quality. They ripened this year June 20. 

It is good to encourage the production of new 
seedling fruits, for by this means we shall not 
only yet obtain varieties superior to anything 
we have, but we shall get varieties tbat are 
adapted to the different localities of the country. 

A new seediing raspberry bas originated at 
Wenona, III., resembling the Doolittle, but is 
twice as large. Its berry is firm, and nearly two 
weeks later than the Doolittle. It promises 
well, in the opinion of some who know it. 

It is well to go slow on bew Varieties, hut ict 
the testing of new varieties go on in every part 
of the country. It is fullof promise to those 
who come after us, and is one of the ways in 
which we may show love to the neighbor and 
love to God, aud thus lay up treasure in 
Heaveu.”’ O. L. B. 
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RESUMPTION, 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cuicaco, July 12.—We are about to re-enter 
the family of nations using international money, 
and, if we stay there, our volume of currency 
will be regulated by a law beyond the reach of 

ress. 
“Tp amount of con and convertible paper 
money which any country can retain in circula- 
tion depends upon its population. wealth, and 
the business habits of the people. 

The distribution of the precious metals among 
the countries using them as money is deter- 
minded by the prices of movable property. 

We can export no commodity unless its value 
here, plus transportation and other charges, is 
jess than its value abroad, and no com medity 
will de imported unless its value bere is greater 
than its value abroad, together with the cost of 
bringing it here. 

A so-called favorabie balance of trade can

Tue solution of the problem of resumption, 
then, evidently depends upon the determinatiou 
of two questions, viz. > 
' First—Under the general operation of prices, 
what amount would fall to us as our distributive 
share of the world’s stock of money! 

Second—What proportion of this amount may 
be of paper, aud what must be of coin! 

Our volume of money in 1861, before the sus- 
pension of specie payments, was $457,000,0U00, 
of which $202,000,000 were of paper and 6285. 
000, 000 were of coin. ute that time popula- 
tion has increased nearly 50 per cent, and 
wealth in a greaterrativo. The production of 
the’precious metals has fully kept pace with 
their copsumption and use. it is, therefore, 
probablé that 50 per vent added to our volume 
of ol would pot be far from an equivalent 
vojume to-day, giving as, say, $730,000, 000

hoarded in the Treasury, say:

This is leas than the volume to which we 
would be entitled on a couvertible basis as 
estimated above, but as greendacks are now 
substantially par with gold coin and about 10 
per cent above silver bullion, estimated in refer- 
euce to gold m our ratio of 16 to I, it is clear 
that our present volume of money is less than 
It would have been had the bi-metallic money 
evetem remained undisturbed, and less thau it 
would pow be if the coinage of silver were free, 
for coin would then flow in to make good our 
share of money. 

It is provable that our volume of monev 
would be, onagold basis, somewhat less, and on 
n silver basis considerabiv greater, than it 
now is. 

Assuming, therefore, that we can maintain in 
circulation somewhere between seven hundred 
and seven hundred and fiity million dollars of 
inppey, it remains to determine what part of it 
may be of paper and what part must be of coin. 

On this question, theorizing is useless. We 
have. aud in the nature of things can have, no 
guide but experience.” To say, in the cant 
phrase oi to-day, “if the peopie can have coin 
on demand for paper money, they will not de- 
mand it,“ is to ignore history and shut our eves 
to our own expenevce. No other peoble have 
ever maintained so great a proportion of its 
money in the form of convertible paper as we, 
and we have never been able to maintain specie 
payments with so much as ove-half of our 
whole volume of monev in the form of paper. 

It is true that greenbacks are more acceptable, 
and may be more geveraily heid than were State 
bank notes. On the other hand, we have more 
than one hundred million dollars to pay annual- 
ly for interest on debt held abroad, which i3a 
standing menace to any plan of resumption, 
and makes necessary the continual holding of 
larger coin reserves than would otherwise be 
necessary. ’ 

The greatest amount of paper money we 
have ever vet maintained convertible into coin 
is $214,000,000, If, on the basis above estimat- 
ed, we add 30 per cent to this sum, it gives us 
$321,090,000 as au equivalent volume to-day. 

From all the foregoimg it seems to follow that 
from $300,000,000 to $350.000,000 of paper 
money are all that we can now float, with the 
free choice open to all to take coin or paper, as 
they may prefer; and, if this be true, then re 
sumption means the retiring of one-half ol our 
present volume of paper money and the substitu- 
tion of com. In its effects upon prices and 
business it would™be equivalent. if we were 
using coin Only, to the destruction of one-half 
of it and the purchasing of an equal amount 
abroad to replace that . ‘Sine the cost 
been counted?! Rssumption on any other basis 
must fail. 

The elimination of the premium on gold only 
shows that we have contracted the volume of 
our money to ‘the amount which we could cir- 
culate of doth coin and paper, but it is not re- 
sumption. 

The first effect of paving out the coin now in 
the Treasury, unless paper money be simulita- 
neously retired, would be to raise prices, which 
would check exportations and stimulate im- 
portations until the balance of trade turns 
avainst us, when another suspension would be 
inevitable. 

The road to permanent resumption is plain, 
though neither the Secretary of the Treasury 
bor the people seem to have seen it, but it is 
not an easy one to travel. The cost has not 
been estimated. Rejoicing over the near ap- 
proach of resumption is premature.

PRRIN, III., July 13.— The fact that Pekin is 
largely engaged in the manufacture of whisky 
has undoubtedly operated to hinder the suc- 
cessful| working of the celebrated Murphy 
temperance movement here, Several attempts 
in that direction have been made heretofore, 
but such efforts have never met with the sweep- 
ing success that has attended them in mauy 
other places. A few dass since, Dr. James Con- 
way, of Philadelphia, a very powerful worker in 
the cause, came to Pekin and began a series ef 
evening meetings. The Doctor’s style aad 
manner always command attention, and his 
meetings were well attended. Last Sunday, ia 
consequence of the extreme heat and the in- 
ability of the ball to hold all of the people who 
would hear, the meeting was held in the Court- 
House Square. where they have been held every 
evening thus far duriug the present week, with 
good success, huudreds signing the pledge 
nightly. The city saloon-keepers, it appears, 
became alarmed at the rapid  falliue- 
off in the ranks of their customers, 
which, if allowed to continue, threatened to 
destroy their business entirely, and they set 
themselves to work to devise ways and means 
to check the innovation. They emploved two 
brass bands, and set them to blowing their 
hardest in a saloon adjoining the grouuds where 
the temperance mectings were held. The noise 
was, of course, annoying to both speakers and 
listeners, but they endured the infliction pa- 
tientiy. and without complaint, during the first 
evening. The next evening the bands were put 
upon the street directly opposite the meeting, 
where they were ahle to make so much noise 
that either making or hearing a temperance 
speech in the Court-House yard was out of the 
question.

Not only 
the people in attendance upon the meeting, but 
the citizens of the city generally. were deeply 
incensed, and the result of the affair has 
been to add to, tustead of to diminisi, 
the interest In and the success of the 
meetings.

A TALK WITH MR. HESING. 

After learning of the filing of these bills, a 
reporter called on Mr. Hesing to ask him some 
questions on the subject. Said he: Mr. Hesing, 
have you apy statement to make in regard to 
the reasons why vou aud your son filed your 
petition in bankruptey#”’ 

Les, sir. As vou bave asked me fora state- 
ment, Iwill make’a few facts public in regard 
to the matter, and especialiy as it concerus my 
son. When in 1870, after thirty-five years of 
unremitting ＋ 7 4 avery excitable lite, 
having beeu in public for so many years, I weut 
to Europe to seek a much-needed rest, I con- 
sidered myself worth $250,000, and was con- 
nected with four good paying institutions. 
Winle abroad the fire called me 
back; 1 returned to find everything 
I had swept away with the exception of the good- 
will of the Tinos Staats-Zeitung Company, aud 
over one-half interest in the then Garden City 
Manufacturing & Supply Company. As my 
insurance did pot average 7 per cent. my total 
loss was in the neighborhood of $150,000. Had 
the Garden Cit! Manuiacturing & Supply 
Company been destrored by the flames the sub- 
sequent losses on a@tcount of indorsements of 
the concern would have been avoided. During 
my absence abroad she concern had extended 
its business by buying large tracts of tunber- 


lands and a mill m Mehigau, on which account 


it was necessary to take an extension in March, 
1873, when I was induted to guarantee $225,000 
worth of paper. Business kept growing worse, 
and when the first note became due, in Septem- 
ber, 1873, of $45,000, 1 was compelled to raise 
$15,000 to meet the same, and in Decem- 
ber, 1873, being unable to keep the 
concern afloat any longer, 1 put the 
same into bankruptcy. The assets of the 

oncern, found to be worth bv the Committee 

vestigatiug the same $480,000. only netted 54 
per cent, everything being swept away by the 
first hen, so that the whole amount of my m- 
dorsement was a dead loss. I was advised by 
my best and contdestial friends, and even by 
some of m largest creditors, to go into bank- 
rupicy in 1874, but my pride would not admit of 
it. [struggled hard to meet my liabilities.

I 
should add that by compromise with the creditors 
of the Garden City Manufacturing & Supply 
Company the block on the corner of Canalport 
avenue and Morgan street was deeded to me 
by the Bankrupt Court for 8123. 000. subject to 
$50,000 mortgage, which has been reduced to 
$42,000, which 1 partly sold to the South 
Brauch Distilling Compauy on credit, which 
was seized by the Government, and of the other 
part. | was obliged to sell my equity therein 
for $5, being unable to keep up the taxes, in- 
surance, and interest on the mortgage. The 
imvrovements on this property alone had cost 
$75,000. Besides the loss of the above property, 
1 lost $65,000 by debtors of mine who went 
into bankruptcy. and on which claims I realized 
$92.50,—one-seventh of 1 per cent. I bave 
scheduled 840.000 bills receivable not worth one 
cent. So, if I had not met with the loss of the 
property and of bills receivable I could pave 
paid dollar for dollar, and would have had my

LABOR-UNIONS. 


4 Veice from the Ranks of Non-Usien 
Workingmen—A Halt Called. 
To the Editor ef The Tribuna, 

Cnc, July 16.—I have been a silent spec- 
tator for years of what some enthusiasts have 
dignified with the title of tne Labor movement. 
Until the new party came into existence, I was 
satistied with the philosophy that the laws of 
supply and demand would adjust any inequali- 
ties that might exist in the labor market; but, 
alter giving the matter careful and bonest con- 
sideration, I came to the conclusion that legis- 
lation could do much toward lightening the 
grievances of labor, and somewhat reluctantly 
determined to sever my relations with the 
old Democratic party and join my fortunes 
with the new National organization. But, 
rigbt on the threshold of this change in politi- 
cal sentiment, am met with what seems to 
me an insurmountable obstacle in the shape of 
the Trades-U pions. 

For many years I was a prominent, and am 
1 enough to believe honored, member 
of the Union of my craft. While a member [ 
endeavored to engraft into its general ideas 
some practical benefits, as well as the rather 
chimerical one of maintaining prices; but I 
found that, as a rule, the Unions were controlled 
by a lot of bummers and scalawags, dis- 
gracetul alike to the common proprieties of lite, 
as well as to their more respectable associ- 
ates; and 1 found that, when a matter 
was under discussion that affected 
the settled craftsman,—he with a family de- 
pendent upon him,—the bummer clement came 
to the front, and, by sheer force of reckiess 
numbers, created strikes and confusion where 
no strike or confusion was necessary. This led 
me to a determination to leave the Trades- 
Usions, and depend on my skill and ability 
solely for work to keep my family in com- 
fortable circumstances. 

I have been led to inflicting you with this lit- 
tle personal matter merely as an opening to 
reach a poiut in the present political situation. 
If there is anything I havea supreme contempt 
for, it is demagogery of any character; and the 
demagogery exhivited in the Council last Mon- 
day nicht is of so prominent a nature that 
it should not go unrebuked. It seems that bids 
were advertised to do the little printing for the 
city,—a class of work “solid” papers do not 
want at hardly any price,—and the Te'egraph 
made the lowest bid, and, as a plain business 
trausaction, should have had the award. and the 
matter been dropped; but, instead of this, one 
or two members of the City Council, it seems, 
had been approached ” by the Printers’ Union, 
which insisted that the Teegraph should not 
have the work, simply on the ground that its 
proprietors did not employ Union printers. 
What supreme Gemagogery! Worse, what a 
contemptible position for à sane mau to pub- 
licly occupy! 

ause there are independent ovrinters 
enough in the city to set the type, not only for 
the Times and Teegraph, but for every daily 
aud weekly paper in the city, as well as évery 
book and job office, what would the public 
think were they to assume to say to the Coun- 
cil, were the Council to award the printing to 
a Union office, tnat it must not be done! Why, 
it would be considered the hight of impudence. 

But this is not the gist of this business. If 
the Trades-Unions presume to bar out of the 
National party every man who is not a mem- 
ber of a Trades-Union, and expect to con- 
trol legislation this smali proportion of 
the labor element, it ia time to call a halt; for, 
while the Trades-Unions may be ever so en- 
thusiastic, they are losing ground and member- 
ship 40 day, and. in comparison to the vast 
army of laboring men outside of labor organi- 
izations, are as one grain to the sands of the 
sea: If the Trades Unione will keep within 
their proper sphere,—induce all to join that 
they can, dut not thrust their peewiar tenets 
upon the partv,—and join with ail who labor to 
secure legislation benelicial to us all, I am with 
them; but to be driven to the polls undef the 
lash of anv Union—not any for me, and I Call a 
halt until the Trades-Unions arise and explain.

Greenhalgh returned to Cleve- 
land to bring the tug here for inspection and trial, 
but his creditors there, who were and are legion, 
objected, and finally took possession of her. 
Greenhalgh, however, watched his chance, and 
when the watchman of the Cuyahoga Steam Paur- 
nace Company. in whose yard the tug lay. hap- 
pened to be up the river, he quietly got up stéam, 
and under the cover of darkness eladed the grasp 
of the law. and started for Chicago. After several 
weeks of voyaging, which, according to Green- 
halah. in point of interest and peril, cause the wan- 
derings of Ulysses to pale int, utter insignificance, 
the boat arrived here, and | beheid, instead of the 
wonderful specimen of naval architecture which 
had been pictured to me by the flucnt 
toneue of Greenhalgh, a very ordinary tug- 
boat. anfinished, and much the worse for wear. |! 
refused to take her at any price, knowing as I did 
the mannerin which she had left Cleveland, and 
the impossibility of his giving agood title toher; He 
then wanted to know if I would not charter her. 
I finally told him I would if my bid for the city 
work during the winter was accepted, and a con- 
tract to that effect was drawnup. I took a bill of 
sale of the boat to -ecure me in case of her seizure 
on ber debts in Cleveland, and he twooka duit- 
claim deed of No. 145 Jefferson street to sécure 
bim in case I did not reconvey as I agreed.

He is now running 
a paper in Springfield, apparently with the 
chief purpose of libeling Chicago. The 
last effort in this direction is to refer to the 
‘filthy and putrid condition” of the Chicago 
River in language that indicates the greatest 
satisfaction atthe assumed failure of engi- 
neering skill to cleanse it. The fact is 
that temporarily the main body of 
the river is in bad condition, be- 
cause the heavy rains of a week ago 
flooded the Desplaines River and canal, and 
necessitated the closing of the locks so as to 
prevent a further supply of water from the 
Chicago River, and a forcible washing-away 
of the canal banks. But this is only tempo- 
rary, and relief will come from the reopen- 
ing of the locks, which should be brought 
about at the earliest possible moment. The 
only permanent cause of complaint about 
the condition of the Chicago River is in the 
North Branch. To remedy this, Chicago 
has provided what is known as the Fullerton 
avenue conduit,—a huge tunnel running 
across the city and out into the lake, through 
which lake water can be pumped into the 
North Branch to wash it out, or the bad water 
of the North Branch pumped into the lake. 
This tunnel is completed, and only awaits 
the engine and wheel to make it practicable 
and useful. The delay in providing the ma- 
chinery is due to the financial embarrass- 
ments of the city, but the North Side people 
would do well to advance the necessary funds 
and await the ability of the city to repay 
them. We understand that the cost of put- 
ting the conduit into working order will be 
about $40,000, and it would be for the inter- 
est and welfare of the North Side people to 
raise the money and assure the cleansing of 
the branch at the earliest possible date. If 
Jon M. Patwen’s malicious eneer shal! stir 
them up to do this, that unamiable person 
will hate Chicago more than ever.

THE WEATHER. 
Though the staple topic of conversation 
all the world over, at all times, and under all 
circumstances, —the first remark of a new 
introduction, and the usual greeting of long- 
time intimacy,—the weather is never inter- 
esting except at the extreme heat or the ex- 
treme cold of the season, Just now the idle 
talk and passing remark on the weather have 
a siguificance they will not acquire again till 
the present era of high thermometer gives 
woy to an era of extraordinarily low ther- 
mometer next winter, Now we sigh for 
winter days, as then we shall sigh for the 
temperature we now lament. But for the

time-being the weather certainly absorbs the 


atten ion of mankind, Nobody who can 
avoid it thinks of anything else. Profane 
people swear at it, pious. people 
pray for relief, nervous people get 
cross, and amiable people relapse into a 
comatose condition of non-resistance which 
is the nearest approach to an escape from 
the general misery. Yesterday was our. St. 
Lonis day. The thermometer is an instru- 
ment that suffers an enormous amount of 
slander, and unusual heat or unusual cold 
places people in a credulous frame of mind, 
ready to believe any amount of exaggeration. 
But yesterday was warm even in Chicago. 
There had been irresponsible rumors before 
about the thermometer’s having run up into 
the nineties, but all those were eccentric and 
untrustworthy thermometers that had been 
indiscreet enough to get too near the sun. 
No well-behaved and  properly-located 
thermometer in Chicago overheated itself till 
yesterday; but yesterday, even 95 degrees in 
the shade was a tolerably truthful indication 
of the state of the weather in the middle of 
the afternoon, and there was s remarkable 
unanimity of opinion among. thermometers 
and human beings as to the fact. 

There is nothing like the doctrine of com- 
pensation in seeking consolation. It will 
always be found to apply in Chicago 
in the summer season, for, whenever it 
is uncomfcrtably or dangerously warm here, 
it is pretty ceriain that there is more discom- 
fort and greater danger almost everywhere 
elae. Of course, the greatest amount of local 
comfort is found in thinking of St. Louis. 
After pitying the sufferings of man and 
beast there, and bewailing the loss of life, 
it is positively refreshing in the abstract to 
think how much cooler it is here than it is 
in St. Louis. The record of the thermometer 
does not tell the whole story of the difference. 
The thermometer at 95 in Chicago is a very 
different affair from the thermometer at 95 
in St. Louis. Here there was no time 
yesterday at which the air was not 
stirring, and during a large part 
of the day there was breeze enough 
to still leave considerable pleasure in living ; 
then there is always the certainty here of 
relief in the night time either from the lake 
orthe prairie winds. But ia St. Louis there 
is no escape from the heat. The sun’s hot 
rays beat down upon the limestone forma- 
tion on the banks of the river, and they are 
absorbed and seved up only to be exhaled 
and given out again during the night; it 
would puzzle the oldest inhabitant of that 
city to tell whether it is hottest there 
during the day or during the night. The 
Chicago hotels began to fill up yesterday 
with St. Louis people who could get away 
from home, so that a portion of the St. 
Louis people ought not to be envious, but 
thankful, on account of Chicago weather- 
advantages. But it is not necessary to go 
te the tropical temperature of St. Louis to 
find comfort for the heat we er- 
perienced yesterday; the so-called sum- 
mer resorts, whether in the East or 
the West, reported a more distressing 
condition of things. There was not 
a family nor a person in Chicago yesterday, 
rich or poor, ill or well, that had not reason 
to rejoice in the midst of personal discom- 
fort, for the reason that he, she, or they 
would have been worse off in almost any 
other inhabitable and accessible part of the 
country. Heat has freaks in olimatie distri- 
bution. Hot Springs, Ark., was not as 
warm yesterday as towns in Iowa or Central 
Illinois; at St. Louis the weather becomes

they are used, and abstinence is an excellent 
rule in such weather as this, even for mod- 
erate and occasional drinkers, Ice is 8 com- 
fort, and perhaps a help, if properly used, 
but the immoderate drinking of ice-water, 
especially by those who are not aceustomed 
to driuking it all the year around, is like 
tempting Providence, Iced tea, or ice-water 
with a little raspberry vinegar or sirup, is 
good drink in moderation. But spirituous 
and malt liquors of all kinds are positively 
hurtful. A man who will avoid the two or 
three drinks he might ordinarily take, and 
spend the money iu taking his family to ride 
in the open street-cars after the sun goes 
down, will-do himself and those near to him 
infinitely more service, The open car is su- 
perior to the mixed drink for ‘‘cooling-off,” 
custom to the contrary notwithstanding, — 
aud we advise people to try it. 


RESUMPTION WITHOUT CONTRACTION. 

Elsewhere will be found a communication 
from Mr. James McAnrruor, of this city, 
written with the view of proving that re- 
sumption is wholly impracticable unless the 
present volume of paper currency is reduced 
by one-half, and made not to exceed three 
hundred and fifty millions at the outside. 
He arrives at this extraordinary conclusion 
by a process of reasoning from assumptions, 
and by overlooking or ignoring several im- 
portant facts. 

For example, he asserts that in 1861, be- 
fore the suspension of specie-payments, the 
volume of money consisted of 202 millions 
of paper and 285 millions of coin, making a 
total volume of money of 487 millions, and 
from this he draws the conclusion that it 
requires 285 millions of coin in this country 
to support 202 millions of redeemable 
paper | 

If we felt safe in making assertions with 
this looseness, we should feel able to prove 
anything we desired, 

In bis report to Congress of Dec. 1, 1865, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, Huan MoOu- 
Lock, devotes some space to the question 
of the amount of paper and coin there were 
in the United States before the Rebellion 
broke out. As a banker and a statistician, 
he was the ablest man who occupied the 
position of Secretary for half a century. He 
estimates the paper circulation of 1860 at 
about 202 millions aud the comin all the 
banks at not exceeding 60 millions, and the 
amount in circulation among the people at 
about 50 millions. This makes 110 millions 
of coin in the United States at that time, 
instead of 285 millions, guessed at by our 
cofrespondent. ‘The general rule of the 
conservative banks for twenty years be*ore 
the War was to keep on hand coin to the 
amount of 30 per cent of their outstanding 
notes, which was found in practice to be 
quite sufficient. A few of the more cau- 
tious and timid banks kept as high as 40 
to 50 per cent of coin to notes. MoUuL- 
Loch himself, while superintending the 
State Banks of Indiana, considered 30 to 33 
per cent ample for practical use, The New 
England banks, which redeemed through 
the Suffolk Bank of Boston, did not average 
20 per cent of coin. They discovered that, 
by redeeming their notes at a common cen- 
tre through one fiscal agency, it was not nec- 
essary to have large reserves of coin. They 
kept each a general deposit balaide of coin 
with the Suffolk Bank not exceeding 10 per 
cent, if we rightly remember, and that in- 
stitution undertook to redeem all the notes 
that might be presented against any bank at 
one time, irrespective of the amount of coin 
the particular bank might have on deposit at 
the moment. The joint coin-deposits of all 
the New England banks in the Suffolk 
amounted to several millions, and constitut- 
ed a pool or fund to support a run upon any 
one or more. It was really a mutual. 
insurance system. Every week or oftener 
the Suffolk Bank notified all the 
other banks of the State of their account, 
and, when the reserve deposit of any fell be- 
low the required amount, they were called 
upon to make it good. This system worked 
admirably for a number of years, and was 
growing stronger continually until the storm- 
cloud of civil war swept over the country 
and forced suspension. 

We have another illustration of the Suffolk 
mutual redemption plan in the National- 
Bank system. The act of 1875, making 
National Banking free to all, provides that 
each bank shall deposit with the Comptroller 
legal-tender money to the amount of five per 
cent of its circulation, for the redemption of 
its notes. The aggregate of this fun 


is about 16 millions of dollars, and more 


than three years’ experience has shown that 
this sum is ample to meet all demands on 
the 2,000 National Banks for the redemption 
of their notes. As often as the 5 per 
cent of each bank is exhausted, it is notified 
to replace the fund. It may happen that 
20 or even 50 per cent of the notes of some 
one bank are presented at one time for re- 
demption ; they are promptly redeemed out 
of the 16 million mutual redemption fund, 
and the bank is given a certain number of 
days to restore the legal-tenders withdrawn 
on ite account. If it fails for any reason, 
the Comptroller immediately sells enough 
of its bonds in his hands to refill the void 
with legal-tenders. The plan works to per- 
fection. Bank notes are maintained at par 
of greenbacks with perfect ease upon a re- 
demption fund of one to twenty of cireula- 
tion. It is a fiscal impossibility for all, or a 
quarter, or even one-tenth, of the paper cir- 
culation of the United States to be gathered 
up by any ring of speculators and rushed 
into the Central Treasury for redemption in 
a single day. The manual speed of redemp- 
tion could not exceed a million or twoa day 
in any event. 

When the Government resumes, it will en- 
joy all the benefits of the Suffolk system of 
redemption, or that now in use by the 
National Banks. The redemption of green- 
backs will be carried on ata common cen- 
tre,—Washington being the point,—and 
there the notes must be sent, And tuey 
will be presented for no other pur- 
pose than to pay balances of trade and 
interest on such bonds as may be held 
abroad; but while the balance of trade is 
running in our favor, that item of coin 
will remain in the country, and bills of ex- 
change will be remitted, as costing’ less for 
transportation. So the coin will not leave 
the country. Nearly all the gold and silver 
im the United States will inevitably be drawn 


into the Government vaults for safe and 


cheap keeping. Every man having coin will 
send it in to get paper, because the latter is 

portable and convenient to han- 

and costs less to transmit, and 
it will require a heavy and long- 
continued balance of trade drain on this 
country to shake the solidity of the Govern- 
ment reserves, if our gold and silver mines 
hold out and continue to produce in anything 
like what they have been doing for a quarter 
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(except for a short time after 
1857), and during all this 
of trade was runving constantly against

duction of our gold mi | . 
In those days we had no petroleum to export, 
and our sales of breadstuffs and provisi 
were comparatively small. 

We have now 200 millions of coin in the 
Sub-Treasury, and a good deal more than 
100 millions of gold and silver in the banks 
and in the hands of the people, making an 
undeniable total of over 300 millions. This 
is as ample a fund to support the present 
paper circulation as the coin fund of 1860 
was to support the volume of bank-notes 
then outstanding. But the present coin 
fund is increasing at the rate of 80 to 100 
millions a year from the product of our own 
mines, and the balance of trade is so enor- 
monsly in our favor that all the United States 
bonds held in Europe are being rapidly re- 
mitted to pay this balance. Five years ago, 
before the panic, the amount of United 
States bonds held in Europe conld not have 
been less than 800 millions; high finencial 
authority estimated them at 1,000 millions. 
It is very certain there is not one-third of 
that amount now held abroad. All the oth- 
ers have come back iu discharge of our bal- 
ance of trade against Kurope during these 
five years, or have been called in and re- 
deemed by our Government out of surplus | 
revenue. Betweea July 1, 1873, and July 1, 
1878, the Government has redeemed and 
canceled or exchanged for bonds bearing a 
lower rate of interest 470 millions of 6 per 
cent bonds. The interestnow payable on the 
bonds held abroad does not exceed 20 mill- 
ions per annum, against between 50 and 60 
millions that wer’ paid previous to the panic. 
Mr. McAnruvr thinks we are paying 100 
millions a year on all kinds of debt owing 
abroad, It is not half that sum, but is prob- 
ably about two-fifths, and rapidly diminish- 
ing. 

The flow of coin out of the country has 
ceased, and our mines are adding to the stock 
on hand at the rate of nearly two millions a 
week, The Europeans must either continue 
to send home our bonds by the hundred 
millions a year to settle the immense balance 
of trade running against them, or they must 
remit coin, Our position is strengthening 
every day, and never was so strong before, 
relatively or actually, since our Government 
was founded, as it is at this time. Resump- 
tion can be declared, if the luv permitted, at 
any moment, and be maintained with the 
greatest possible ease, for all the paper cir- 
culation now outstanding and as much more 
as can be employed by the business public, 

It would make this article‘too long to ex- 
amine the assertions and fallacies of Mr. 
MoAnrnun's communication in regard to the 
effect ot an increase of coin on prices and 
balance of trade, and the contraction which 
the same would produve on the paper our- 
rency, but we shall resume the subject.

THE SICK MAN OF EUROPE. 

The Treaty of Berlin, considered as a 
whole, makes some very important changes 
in the map of Eastern Europe, and still more 
important changes in the physical, social, 
and political status of Turkey, It leaves 
that Empire with a foothold in Europe, with 
a base and a frontier fo protection, with 
Constantinople and the Straits not yet men- 
aced by Russian proximity, with its hold 
upon the Aigean Sea undisturbed, and that 
is about all. Every nationality in behalf of 
whose rights Russia drew the sword has be- 
come an autonomous province, and has 
been guaranteed release from Moslem op- 
pression and provided with the means of 
full and free development, while the Empire 
bas been shorn and clipped on every side, 
and reduced to a skeleton as compared with 
its former proportions, The most radical 
changes in its status have been effected in 
the elimination of Bulgaria, Bosnia, and 
Herzegovina, and the complete independ- 
ence of Montenegro, Servia, and Roumania. 
Of all these, the change in the condition of 
Bulgaria is the most striking. Instead of 
being a province of Turkey, divided up into 
Pashaliks and Sandjgks, each ruled ac- 
cording to the despotic whims and 
cruel caprices of irresponsible Pashas, 
itis now an autonomous province, and, al- 
though obligated to pay a nominal tribute to 
its Suzerain, the Sultan, it will bave a Chris- 
tian Prince elected by its own people, and a 
government organized by its own nobles, at 
Tirnova, its old Capital. The grip of Tur- 
key upon Bulgaria ceased with the signing 
of the treaty, for until the election takes 
place, less than a year from now, its provis- 
ional organization will be directed by a 
Russian Commission, Instead of being 
overrun by Turkish irregulars, slaughtering 
and torturing at will, and without penalty, 
it will have its own native militia. The 
Turkish army is ordered to evacuate its ter- 
ritory, and the Turkish fortresses will be 
razed. Instead of being stripped of every 
right and privilege because they are ‘‘ Chris - 
tian dogs,” its pecple will be free in religious 
creed and confession. (Instead of being 
borne down under an oppressive burden of 
taxation to support à foreign religion and 
court, with troops seizing thoir crops and 
household effects in case of non-payment, 
they will levy and assess their own taxes. 
Instead of being condemned unheard 
in the tribunals, they. can  here- 
after testify before their own Judges. 
Instead of being ruled ont of offices, 
professions, honors, and industries on ac- 
count of their religion, they will now enjoy 
complete freedom, and creed will no longer 
be a disqualification. Mohammedans, Chris- 
tians, Jews, and Pagans stand hereafter upon 
the same footing. The only tie remaining 
between Bulgaria and Turkey is the payment 
of tribute and the assumption of a portion of 
the public debt of the latter. 

‘The cession of Bosma and Herzegovina to 
Austria is the next important change. It 
cuts off a large stretch of territory from the 
northwest of Turkey.” The exact nature of 
the Austrian occupation is not yet published. 
Art. 23 of the skeleton of the treaty, print- 
ed a day or two since, only says: ‘‘ Bosnia 
and Herzegovina shall be occupied and ad- 
ministered by Austro-Hungary, with the ex- 
ception of the Sandjak (or Province) of 
Novi-Bazar.” It is altogether probable, how- 
ever, that the two provinces have passed ab- 
solutely into Austrian odcupation if not an- 
nexation, and that they are as completely re- 
lieved from the incubus of Moslem oppres- 
sion as Bulgaria. The motive which induced 
the other Powers to consent to this occupation 
undoubtedly was the feeling that there never 
could be lasting peace in these provinces so 
long as they remained under the Govern- 
ment of the Turk. As Austria is immediately 
contiguous to them, her own frontiers have 
continually been disturbed by the revolts 
against the Porte, which have broken out 
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square miles of the most 


of Thessaly, and let Greece have it. Upon 


refusal to comply, the matter is to be re- 
ferred to the Great Powers for further con- 
sideration. 

We may pass over Servia, Roumania, and 


Montenegro with a few words. Their inde- 


pendence is made complete, and they enjoy 
the same religious and political freedom that 


is guaranteed to Bulgaria. All three of these 


provinces are allowed new territory stripped 
from Turkey,—Servia, a semi-circular slice 
from Old Servia; Roumania, the Dobrudja, 
and also the territory south of it to the limit 
of a line drawn from Silistria, on the Dan- 
ube, to Mangolia, on the Black Sea; and 
Montenegro about 500 square mila, 
and the seaport of Antiy with 
the privilege of navigating the ana, 
which will give her a merchant marine under 
Austrian protection, although she is not 
allowed a flag or vessels of war. The 
treaty says but little about Greece or Crete, 
that home of revolution, with the 
exception that the Porte promises 
it the Government of 1868, to under- 
stand which it is necessary to go back a lit- 
tle. During the revolt of the Greeks in 1821 
the Cretans also rose and maintained their 
insurrection until 1880, when the Allied 
Powers—France, England, and Bussia—in- 
tervened and traosferred the island to Mzuz- 
met Aut, Viceroy of Egypt. In 1840 it was 
taken from him and replaced under Turkish 
rule, where it has since remained. Since 
that time there have been two revolts, in 
1859 and 1866. The last revolution was fol- 
lowed in 1868 by 8 concession of privileges 
and the grant of a Constitutional Govern- 
ment, which the Porte now guarantees them 
again. Phe Danube is made a free river, 
All the fortifications on its banks are to be 
destroyed, and no vessels of war will be al- 
lowed to navigate its waters, except between 
the mouths and Galatz, where the Russians 
last year crossed into the Dobrudja. The 
superintendence of the removal of the ob- 
structions at the Iron Gates and the Cataracts 
is intrusted to Austria, the expenses of which 
are paid, under the treaty of 1871, by a toll 
collected from vessels by the riparian States 
of Austria, Bavaria, Wurtemberg, Turkey, 
Roumania, and Servia. The treaty of 1871 
also provides for the improvement of the 
deltaic portions of the river by e Commission 
appointed by Austria, England, France, 
Prussia, Russia, Sardinia, and Turkey, whose 
time expires in 1883. 

Under the treaty of Berlin every part of 
Turkey in Europe has undergone striking 
changes. The only material part left is Rou- 
melia; but even in this spot, the chosen and 
peculiar home of the Turk, the intolerant 
Mohammedan must guarantee complete re- 
ligious liberty, accept the Christian as his 
civil and political equal, and submit to the 
indignity of a Christian Governor-General 
nominated by the Porte and sanctioned by 
the Powers. The Sick Man of Europe has 
had a bad relapse. 


A curious case of what might property be 
called publie conscience between the United 
States and Japanese Governments is now at- 
tracting considerable public attention. Tae mat- 
ter may bé briefly stated as follows: | 

In 1863, an American ship, the Pembroke, was 
fred upon at Snimonoseki by the Lord of Choshiu, 
who was then in open revolt against the Tokugawa 
Goveroament, and other attacks were also made by 
bim upon vessels belonging to France and Holland. 
until, indeed, he was subdued by the Goverment. 
The Powers iu treaty demanded compensation 
amounting to 83. 000, 000. Out of this sum the 
share of the United States was $785,000. The 
Japanese Goverument failed to pay the amount 
Wituin the terms ed for the installments, and it 
increased to the amount of nearly $1, 500, 000, with 
interest. After deducting the real damage and in- 
jury done to the United States, there wil, be found 
a large remainder. The refund of this amount has 
been proposed, in order to preserve friendship be- 
tween the two nations. This recommendation is 
expected shortly to be brought under the consider- 
tion of Congress 

Thus it wil ve seen that, if the Government 
of Japan has a conscience-fund, the United 
States is likely to contribute to it, or, at least, 
to offer to do so. But, while the peovile of this 
country are discussing the propriety of refund- 
ing money unjustly obtained from a weaker 
Power by intimidation and threats of war, the 
semi-barbarians of Japan are debating the con- 
sistency of being released from their Rgal obli- 
gations by the voluntary act of the United 
States. From some extracts beiore us, taken 
from the Japanese papers of recent date, it ap- 
pears that; while the American conscience has 
been quickened to make voluntary restitution 
where it never could be enforced, the moral and. 
honorable sense of the Japanese has been 
touched by the proposition, and some of the 
journals take decided ground against receiving 
back the award, unjust and excegsive as it is 
now acknowledged von all hands to have been. 
Thus, the Yokonama Shinji Shinbun declares 
that this proceediug bas bad its origin in the 
friendly ieelings eutertuined by the American 
people for the people of Japan, and it goes on 
to argue against it. It says: 

Can, then, our Government accept their proposal 


with thancs? Would it be ungracious to make | 


little of their Kindvess by rejecting it? Most ae- 
cidedly we ought not to accept their offer. Tae 
sharp arguments of the dipiomatic body, and the 
ironciads anchored off the coast of Shimoda, 
ovlaged our Government to agree to their claim. 
Anu, since we entered into a covenent to pay in- 
demnity amounting to $4,000,000, we should not 
break it, altaough the Goverument be now changed. 
lt would be to defile the face of our Empire to 
uccept the foreign proposal of receiving back what 
we aufeed to pay. Would trie not be a great 
humilation to our people? Already do foreigners 
ook upon us with contempt. If we ure so base as 
to agree to thelr proposal, their mean opinion of 
us will be augmented. At the present day our 
Government endeavors to preserve equality with 
each of the treaty Powers, aad we are sure taat no 
measures will be adopted whica shail tend to bring 
diagrace upon us. We ought to be grateful for tue 
kindness tende:ed by the United States to us, out 
we should not receive any refund of the Shimo- 
noseki indemnity. 
Ine student of history will look some time 

before he finds a parallel in the past that will . 
exactly fit either side of this novel case. It is 


ot. often that nations or individuals agree to 


refund money on their own motion, no matter 


how unjustly obtained, and it seldom happens 
that a people, civilized or barbarous, will refuse 
to take all they can get, without bothering 
themselves about the ethical notions involved 
wm the transaction. : 
There is now a fine opportunity for the peo 
pie of Arkansas to show how honest they are.

| avd striking contrast with this Arkangas opin- 
fon was a decision of the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin sothe years ago, in the celebrated 
| Kailroad Farm-Mortgage cases. There a great 
number ot fermers had mortgaged their home- 
steads to aid in the construction of railroads, 
and took the stock of the company in exchange. 
Many of the roads were never built; the mort- 
gages were stolen by the officers, or otherwise 
misapplied, and the agreement with the farm- 
ers upon which the mortgages were obtained 
was violated in every particular. And yet the 
Supreme Court held those mortgages in the 
heods of innocent purchasers were valid and 
must be paid, and they were paid to the utter- 
most farthing, aithough the homesteads in 
many instances were lest to the original 
owners. The rigid principle of justice that 
is applied in the Wisconsin case, together with 
the stern moral lesson that it carries in regard 
to the payment of debts honestly contracted, 
furnishes an example in legal ethics that the 
people and Judges of Arkansas will do well to 
‘imitate. Instead of the case being one that 
calls for ‘‘ congratulation on the part of the 
people of Arkansas, as the Little Rock news- 
paper pucs it, the decision ought to fill every 
honest man with shame and bumiliation, what- 
ever he thinks of the disgrace that attaches to 
such acts of legal repudiation.

FOREIGN GRAIN-TRADE, 

English and Continental Markets. 
Lonpon, July 16.—The Mark Lane Express 
says: Wheat now looks strong and healthy. 
The wheat ears in certain districts are com- 
plained of as puny compared with the luxuriant 
growth of the rest of the plant, and. not weil 
filled with grain. Although a dry atmosphere 


and sunshine have done wonders in improving 


the prospects of the crop, it should not cause 
surorise if the yield in threshing reveals a de- 
ficiency, as the excessive moisture from which 
the plant suffered probably left some disease 
behind it. In Scotland the weather has been 
seasonable. The cereal crop is maturing satis- 
factorily. Barley does not seem to have sus- 
tained so much luſur asin England. Oats are 
sadiy thinned by the grub. Similar advices 
have been received from Ireland, but it is very 
disheartening to find that a disease has broken 
out in the potatoes, to which the earlier sorts have 
already succumved. Should the weather prove 
wet, there is little doubt the main bulk of the 
tubers will be irretrievably ruined. 

There are unwistakabie signs of improve- 
ment in the wheat trade, and, although a con- 
tinuance of heavy arrivals into London and Liv- 
érpool prevented prices from advancing to any 
quotable extent, a healthy tone and creat 
éteadiness were maintained by the freedom with 
which the millers have operated, and the hicher 
offers and diminished shipments from the Unit- 
d States and Russia. 

With moderate arrivals at ports of call, the 
foating-cargo trade ior wheat was very firm for 
forward shipmevt. There was an active demand 
for the United Kingdom and Continent direct.

In contec- 
tion with this he quotes the acts upon which he 
relies for believing the Orange Society an illegal 
combination. In conclusion be asks for an 
opinion of the law ollicers of the Crown, and 
advice as to how he should act if bis interpreta- 
tion of the law is correct. 

On the 3d inst. the Premier replied: It 
makes no difference whateyer in regard to the 
legal or moral obligations imposed on the local 
or provincial authorities, if there should be any 
riotiny, where the rioters may come from, as 
the Magistrates of another Provinee cannot fol- 
low their citizens into the Province of Quebec, 
and the Federal Government have no power 
whatever under the law to interfere with the 
exccution of thie Jaws in the Provinces relatiug 
to the preservation of peace.” 

Mackeuzie next ioforms the Mavor that it is 
the local authoritics who are empowered to eu- 
force the Blake act, aad not tbe Federal Gov- 
ernment. He then goes on to say that it ig the 
Jaw officers of the Proviuctal Governmeut Who 
must be applied to for an opjnion as to the in- 
tcrpretation of the statutes, but, he says, 1 
do not thwk it material, whether your mter- 
pretation of the statutes in question be 
correct or pot.

Isend Forsythe 
with the cavalry column to quick pursuit and 
follow him with Miles’ column. McBean, the 
Umatilla interpreter, with the Umatilla scouta, 
are now fighting Bannock’s raiding parties and 
the Zuakes. Chief Egan is reported killed.” 

YAKIMA. 

A gentleman who arrived here from Yakima 
Valley brings the following news concerning the 
state of affairs at the Agency: There are 2,000 
Bimcoes there commanded by Chief Joseph 
Squires, but he has little or uo influence with 
the tribe. They have few arms and no 
ainmunition, and, even if so inclined, could not 
offer the hostiles battle. Thus far they are 
peacefully disposed, and Agent Wilbur appre- 
heuds no danger fromm them, although some 
of the renegade and disaffected Indians 
have been missing of late. Chief Moses, with 
alt his Quintallicums, are camped in Kittellas 
valley, and the settlers are afraid they may 
conclude to commit depredations, in conse 
quence of which they are seeking the protee 
tiou of the towns. 

YAKIMA CITY, 
on the boundary of the Simeoe reservation, fs 
full of people. Last Wednesday thirty hostile 
Banvocks and Spakes crossed the lower end of 
the reservation stealing and driving away stock. 
They shot at a boy on horseback. He returned 
the fire, killing ove of the redskins.

Leavenworta, Kas., July 16.—Gen. John 
McNeal, Inspector of indian Affairs, in com- 
pany with oi. W. Jones, Indjan Agent, arrived 
yesterday from the Indian Territory for the 
purpose of removing Chief Joseph’s band of 
Nez Perces, prisoners now in camp at Fors 
Leavenworth, to toe Qua Paw Agency, about 
eighteen miles south from Baxter Springs, and 
adjoining the territory now occupied by the 
Modovs. The removal will take place in a few 
days. Twocompanies of the Twenty-third In- 
fantry wil! leave Fort Leavenworth next Satur- 
day for Fort Hays. The detachment will be 
jomed at Fort Hays by Company B, pow en 
route from Fort Dodge. On their arrival, 
Lieut.-Cel. Dodge will assume command of the 
post.

McGreoor, Ia., July 16.—It will be remem- 
bered that a year ago this month Frank Kyte, 
at that time Treasurer of Howard County, Ia. 
tried to make the people of McGregor believe 
that he had drowned himself in the Mississippi 
River, about two miles below this city. Diligent 
search was made for his body, but the hoax was 
soon discovered, and also Kyte’s reason for at- 
tempting it, which was that the weak-minded 


Treasurer was a defaulter to Howard County in 


the sum of $20,000. The next trouble to the 
county was that the Treasurer's bond could not 
be found, and. strange to relate, the bondsmen 
that were known to be on the last bond had for- 
rotten that they had signed the bunds. Some 
of them were so positive that they made at- 
davit to that effect. A short time ago the 
Auditor of the county, ip looking overs ome old 
pavers in his office, “ inadvertently, perhape,’’ 
ran across the old bond, which was all right and 
in good order.

A GAMBLER KILLED.

ATTEMPTED ROBBERY.

TEMPERANCE, 
Lake Bluff. 

The attendance at Lake Bluff Monday, the clos- 
ing day of the temperance camp-weeting. was not 
large, and the Clark Street Chapel was used for the 
seseions, instead of the great tent. The Rev. J. C. 
Stoughton presided over the morning session, and 
Dr. Hitchcock spoke at length on the general sub- 
ject of the tempefance work in connection with 
the press. contrasting the situation fifty years ago, 
when the pulpit was believed in its every asser- 
tion, and now, “when the people were educated 
more by the press than the pulpit. Dr. A. J. Jut- 
kins spoke on the quéstion of temperance as re 
lated to the pastorate, and the session was closed 
with a few remarks by the Rev. Mr. Stough- 
ton.

The Aldermen haven't gotten over their surprise 
atthe nomination of Capt. Seavey for Superin- 
tendent of Police, and the opponents of Hickey 
still cle to the belief that the sending-in of 
Seavey's name 1s a blind, and that Hickey is to be 
allowed another chance if he can get enough votes 
to be confirmed. Mayor Heath, however, says 
that he is sincere, and that Seavey is his choice, 
he considering him well qualified for the position. 
Only three or four Aldermen were aroand the 
City-Hall yesterday, and they could not give much 
information. It seems that Hickey's friends have 
by no means abandoned him. They are as active 
as ever, and doing everything possible to get him 
two more votes, which would give him eighteen, 
McCaffrey having promised to cast the other to 
give hima majority. Sixteen, including Beidler 
and schweisthal, now out of the city (Ryan being 
among the number) have agreed to support him; 
but no progress has been made in getting additions 
since Saturday. Ij ie the understanding if the two 
votes are secured by Wednesday afternoon, when 
the Committee on Police are to pass on Capt. Seavey, 
they will report against him, and, as soon as their 
report is concurred in Thursday night, ihe Mayor 
wiil send in Hickey’s name, and he will be at once 
confirmed. Aid. Lawler, though he will not 
vote for him, says that Hickey will be Chief 
of Police. Should the necessary votes be lacking 
Wednesday, the Committee will report favoraoly 
on Seavey, as was stated in yesterday's Taisuns, 
and the matter will be deferred under the charter 
until the next meeting, Monday nignt. This will 
give Hickey’s friends four more days in which to 
work. If he be still short, his strength will be 
given to Seavey, and it is quite likely that the 
Captain will be confirmed. 80 far as known, noth- 
ing can be urged against him, but his record is 
being hunted up witha view to getting points to 
defeat him. 

Snould he be confirmed, there will bea vacancy 
of Captain in the Second Precinct. According to 
some, Hickey is to have the piace. A reporter 
asked him yesterday if he would taxe it. His re 
piv was that it hadn't been offered to him, and he 
hadn’t asked for it, but he must make a living. 
In cast he declines the honor. Lieut. Callahan will 
undoubdtedlybe promoted. This, however, is very 
remote. 

As has before been stated in Tue Trisuns, Mr. 
Washburn could be contirmed without dificulty, 
and hie friends have not abandoned him, and wil, 
not do so. Them say now that they will have 
no one eise. Being in the majority, they 
practically control tne situation. The Mayor ig- 
nored the requests of prominent citizens to send in 
Mr. Washourn's name, and solely, it is said, on 
political grounus Leading Republicans called on 
him, and stated that Washourn’s appointment 
would be apt to revive the old strife, and resait in 
the Repudiicans losing the control of the City 
Government.

DOUGLAS MONUMENT. 
A BIT OF HISTORY. 

At 11 o'clock this morning the statue of Judge 
Douglas, which crowns bis monument, will be un- 
veiled. The ceremonies, which are informal. will

of this city, who has probably taken more interest 
inthe Douglas monument and is more familiar 
with its history than any other man, le preparing 
for publication ali the facts in connection with the 
matter, and from his manuscript a reporter was 
yesterday enabled to secure the facts of the early 
history of the ment to erect a suitable monu- 
ment over the resting-olace of dead Senator. 

Senator Douglas died at the Tremont House in 
this city, Jane 3, }5J1. After lying in state at 
Bryan Hall, the remains of the dead Senator were 
borne to the gions tal the southern part of the city, 
where Mr. Douglas had intended to make his home. 
8 after the burial, a rough fence, con- 
sisting of font posts and eight boards, 
was erected around the grove, and in two 
weeks afterwards the space inside was leveled, 
and nothing but aud greeted the visitor to the 
lonely spot. But steps were soon taken to beau- 
tify and protect the grave, and on July 24, 1861, 
a reference was made to the neglected condition of 
the grave, and the fact that improvements were 
soon to be made. The Invincible Club, a Demo- 
cratic organization, mterested iteelf in the mat- 
ter, and the Council made an appropriation of $50 
to provide a new fence forthe grave. Flowers and 
evergreens were aleo donated, and the spot soon, 
assumed quite a respectable appearance. The 
breakinz out of the War put a stop temporarily to 
the operations, but in Septemoer, 15861, rs. 
Dougias authorized Mr. Volk to take charge of the 
Cottage Grove estate as custodian. 

In October, 186], a call for a meeting to effect 
an organization for the erection of a suitable mon- 
ument to the dead Senator was issued, it being 
signed by S. H. Kerfoot, J. W. Sheahan, D. A. 
Gage, J. P. Clarkson, 8. W. Fuller, Judge Drum 
mond, W. C. Goudy, and Mr. Volk. The meeting 
was held at the Trement House Oct. 22. 1861, and 
a committee appointed, to organize the Douglas 
Monument Association. Three days later another 
meeting took piace, at which Messers. John B. 
Turner, Jonn D. Caton, William B. Ogden, Walter 
B. Scates, William Barry. 8. W. Fuller, John M. 
Douglas. William C. Goudy, D. A. Gage, John 8. 
Newnouse, Francis C. Sherman, and lhomas B. 
Bryan were elected Trustees. The work of col- 
lecting funds was the next thing in order, and the 
‘Trustees secured an office and began issuing cer- 
tificates of membership in the Association. Special 
agents were appvinted to solicit subscriptions (the 
cost of the mopumient being originally esti- 
mated at $150,000), and local agencies were 
established in different places. But the War was 
the the absorbing topic, and the agents of the 
Douglas Monument Association soon threw up 
taeir commissions, as they were not able to collect 
enough to meet expenses. The Chicago University 
had also had agents in the fleld soliciting funas for 
‘tthe Douglas Monument (meaning the tower of 
the University) several months before the Monu- 
ment Association began work, and this proved a 
serious oostacie to the success of the monument, 
as people got the two badly mixed. 

For some time after the organization of the As- 
sociation, the Trustees held meetings pretty regu- 
larly. but as the War progressed the interest in 
the monument diminished, and it soon became 
difficult to get together a quorum. In 1863, during 
the absence at the front of Gen. . Waiter 
B. Scates,, the President of the Association, 
a circular wig addressed to the Legislature, asking 
that body to &ppropriate $75,000 to forward the 
work. Mrs. Douglas had expressed a willingness 
to donate to thd State the intended homestead- 
ground of the dead Senator, which was about the 
only unincumbered property owned by him at tne 
time of his death. 

HER GENEROSITY HAD ITS EFFECT, 
for during the Legislative session of 1864-'5 a bill 
providing for tae purchase of the two acres re- 
quired as a burial-piace fer Douglas was presented 
by Col. A. F. Ste¥enson. of the House, passed 
both Houses, was approved dy Gov! Oglesby, whe 
paid Mrs. Dougias $25,000, as it provided. 

Early in the winter of 1866 Mr. Volk was au- 
thorized by the Trustees of the Association to lo- 
cate the site for the proposed mogument, and he 
fixed it as nearly as possible on the act spot that 
Douglas had pointed out to him as the one where 
he intende to bold his house. Tae 
design of the monnment having been ac- 
cepted, bids for its construction were opened, 
the contract let for 510,500, and steps at once 
taken for proper Ceremonies at the laying of the 
corner-stone, Secretary+of-State Seward being in 
vited to deliver an a@idréss upon the occasion. At 
a subsecuent meeting of the Citizens’ Committee 
of Arrangements, Messrs. Thomas Hoyne and 
James H. Dowen were appointed a committee to 
proceed to Washington and invite the President. 
Cabinet, and others to de present at the ceremony, 
and Gen. John A. Dix seeured as the orator. Mr. 
Sewards beuith not permitting bim to accept 
the invitation. The date of laying the corner- 
stone was fixed for Sept. 6, 1866, and the pro- 
gramme originally proposed was carried oat, the 
President, Cabinel. and ‘other distinguished men 
from all parts of the country being present. 

On the 3d of June, 1868; the anniversary of Mr. 
Douglas’ death, his remains were taken from the 
grave, placed in a sarcopnagus, and deposited in 
the centre of the tomb, réligious services being 
conducted by the Rev. Ur. Haven. Fora day or 
two the public wag allowed to visit the remains, 
which presented a very lifelike appearance. Dur- 
ing the following winter the Legisiature appropri- 
ated $25,000 with whic to compiete the monu- 
ment, bat, owing to the dégligence of certain per- 
sons, tne bill was not presepted to the Senate, and 
consequentiy went by default. In 1870 tne 
Trustees cesolved to rettidVe the monument to the 
grounds of the Chicago Ubiversity and compiete 
it, provided the consent of Mrs. Williams (former- 
ly Mre. Dougias) and thé’ State could be secured. 
This was done. and the Suvsequent proceedings 
in regard to the matter are well known to the puo- 


lic. 
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KLEUTSCH RETURNS. 
AN OLD DBEFAULTER. 

Dominick Kleutsch is observable on the streets 
of Chicago to-day. Dominick was the Collector of 
the Town of West Chicago in 1871, and, his crook- 
ed practice coming to the eurface, he jumped the 
town, to now return after the lapse of seven years. 
He is the subject of two ipdictments, which, Aug. 
31, 1872, were stricken off the docket in the Crim- 
inal Court, with leave to reins ate. 

One indictment charges the fact to be that 
Kleutsch did, on Oct. 1, 1871, willfully, unlawfully, 
and feloniousiy alter and falsify the warrant and 
tax-listuf the West Town from 5420. 60 to $497. 68 
as to the taxes assessed upon Richard T. and 
Charles 8. Crane and Jeseph Fieldhonge. The 
other charges him with collecting this money under 
tal-e pretenses. 

Mr. Kleutech is looking quite natural, feels 
well, has intimated to an od acquaintance that he 
might take a trip to lis’ brother-in-law in Belvi- 
dere, III., and itis rumored that he is about to 
start a newspaper in Texus.

SOUTH SIDE. 

A reguiar semi- monthly meeticg of the Board of 
South Park Commissioners was held yesterday 
afternoon, all the members present except Com- 
missioner Sherman.

VILINGER. 
THE TRIAL POTSPONED. 

The case of Jacdb Vilinger, for the murder of 
his wife, was called for trial in the Criminal Court 
yesterday morning. Adoiph Kraus appeared for 
the prisorer, and, as he announced the day before, 
made application for a continuance. He fileda 
lengthy affidavit made by Vilinger’s son-in-law, 
Anton Hupka, in which it was set forth as a cause 
of continuance that the defendant was destitute of 
means, and had been unable to prepare his defense 
oremploy counsel; that his assets consisted of a 
claim of $50 against John Vack, which would not 
be available before Sept. 11, and the fixtures of the 
saloon in which the homicide occurred, also valued at 
$50; that Wenzel Lamia, Joseph Landa, Edward 
Kaubske, and others, residents of Indiana, were 
material witnesses for the defense, and that their 
attendance had not been sec because of a want 
of means; that it was hoped to get medical wit- 
nesses to testify to the inaamity of the defendant, 
etc., if time was given, ang aiso that he would be 
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davits, which was ed to 
express aimself u 
tion vf his chent. The su 
forth that be (Kraus) had u requested ¢ 
fend Vilinger; that he called on bim and 
never get any satisfaction. from the fact tt 
would always make bim different statement 
acted in sach a maoner that he believed he w 
sane; that, from conversations held with Vilingzer's 
daughter and son ia-law subsequently, the aMiant 
believed that Vilinger was insane at the time of 
shooting bis wife: and that the main witnesses to 

ie ineanity are residents of apother 
State, and that, time were given 
their attendance could be secured; and that the af- 
fant knows of no otber persons by whom such 
state of facts could be proved. 

The Court listened to the affidavit with the great- 
est attention, and said he felt inclined to givea 
short time under the circumstances, 

Mr. Kraus wanted thirty days, or to carry the 
ease over to the September term. 

The Court said that he thought Vilinger’s aesets 
conld be converted into cash as readily in ten days 
asin three months, and as the want of money 
aloue seemed to be in the way of getting witnesees 
to testify to the defendant's insanity, and all the 
available fands he had any promise of was about 
$100, he could not see how the defendant would 
be any better off three months hence than now. 
If he was insane, it ought to be proven as speedily 
as possible; if not, be should be tried on the in- 
dictment and acquitted or punished without any 
unnecessary delay. 

After some further parleying between the State's 
Attorney and defendant's counsel, the Court 
granted a continuance of the case until the 25th. 


DESTITUTE GIRLS. 
INFORMATION FROM THE COUNTY AGENT. 

In response toa letter written by Mrs. John A. 
Logan to County-Agent McGrath, Charles Kapus, 
one of his deputies, has prepared a comprehensive 
report, showing the number andage of female 
children from 5 to 18 years—also the name and 
residence of their respective parents—who are re- 
ociving aid from the Couuty Agents office, The 
report was handed to Mrs. Gen. Logan at her resi- 
dence on Calumet avenue last evening. 

The letter sets forth that Mrs. Logan and Mrs. 
Barh have been appointed a committee tosecure 
the list, under instruction from the institution at 
Evanston, which hasfor its object the preserva- 
tion of the chastity of young girls left uncared for 
in the thronged thoroughfares of the great city. 

The report puts said girls who have been receiv- 
ing relief between the ages of 5 and 18 on the 
South Side at 217. There are twenty-eight 5 years 
old; seventeen, 6; twenty-six, 7; tweuty- ane, 8; 
twenty-two, 9; nineteen, 10; swenty-thens, 11 
sixteen, 12; sixteen, 13; fifteen, 14: six, 15: 
three, 16; three, 17; and two 18. Of the families 
towhien they belong sixty-five are Irish, twenty- 
two Germans, one French, six English, eighteen 
Americans,—one colored,—two Canadians, one 
Scotch, and one Holland. 

The North Side furnishes a total of 168. There 
are twenty-two 5 years old, nineteen 6, twenty- 
one 7, twenty-two 8, sixteen 9, fifteen 10, nine 
ll, eighteen 12, fourteen 13, three 14, four 15, 
two 16, none 17, three 18. Of the families to 
which they belong thirty-nine are Irish, twenty- 
pine German, seventeen Scandinavian, eignt 
American, two Italian, one Swiss, one French, 
and one Scotch. 

The West Division furnishes 692. Thete are 
seventy-five 5 years of age, sixty-one 6, seventy- 
four 7, sixty-nine eight. seventy-four 9, sixty-one 
10, seventy-four 11, sixty-two 12, four 13, fifty- 
three 14, seventeen 15, sixteen 16, four 17, and 
eleven 18. Of the families to which they belong 
164 are Irish, eighty-six German, twemy-A 
American, eleven English, ten Canadian, ose 
French, nineteen Scandinavian, ten Polish, twenty 
Bohemian, three Holland, two Scotch. 

The ladies represented by Mrs. John A. Logan 
and Mrs. Bash seem to be untiringin their eiforts 
to 8 the street- walking evil among young 
girls.
